ITHACA, N. Y. (By new Student 
Service) —‘‘I am thoroughly convin- 
ced that too many young Americans 
are going to college and that their 
presence is greatly impeding the 
work of the colleges. Certainly it 
should be possible to devise some 
scheme to weed out the unfit.’? This 
is what Henry L. Mencken said to 
a reporter for the Cornell Sun, in 
one of several interviews recently 
vranted to college papers. 

Mr. Mencken, we are told, is op- 


posed to the college for the purposes | 


of intellectual education. With Na- 
than he holds that its greatest bene- 
fits are social. 

Of compulsory’ military training, 
the editor of Mercury § said: ‘The 
military training idea seems to be 
abused. I see no reason why the col- 
lege student should be conscripted 
and not the young man outside.’’ 


And the lecture system: ‘The 
American system, it seems to me, is 
better for Americans than the Ox- 
ford system. It is obviously more in 
accord with the habits of mind of 
our people.’’ 


And fraternities: “Regarding fra- 
ternities, I know nothing. It is com- 
monly alleged that they foster snob- 
bery. But I see no objection to snob- 
bery persons, all rational men are 
snobs in some way or another. That 
the fraternities exalt fifth-raters and 
overlook men of merit it may be 
true, but the accusation might be 
leveled against any other human in- 
stitutions.”
